DEMANDJCTION 


The "Republican leaders are dicker- 


ing with (President Roosevelt over 
what legislation this Congress must 
enact to save the Republican 
party 


from defeat and probably disintigra- 
tion. The President was at first in- 
clined to build a fire in the rear of 
•Republican Congressmen, to force them 
to do something that would stay the 
growing discontent of the vast ma- 
jority of the 'people, especially or- 
ganized labor. The President approved 
the standpat attitude of Congress on 
the tariff because it would split the 
party wide open if- the subject were 
discussed, 'but he feels that to enter 
upon the election with a do-nothing 
policy on every reform demanded 
would surely in.vite defeat. The Re- 
publican Congressional leaders, es- 
pecially Speaker Cannon, are not will- 
ing to concede anything to the labor 
people, except the employers' liability 
bill, which Senator Knox has revised 
eo as to evade the objection of tne 
Supreme court to the bill passed by 
the Hast,' Congress. The President 
wants £b"e Sherman anti-trust law 
amended -to allow corporations to leg- 
ally combine as trusts and then as a 
crumb to labor, to 
provide 
that 


"nothing in said act is intended . .. 
to interfere with or to restrict any 
right of employes to strike for any 
cause or to combine or to contract 
with each other or with employers.'' 
This quotation is from tile bill just 
introduced in the House of Represen- 
tatives as agreed upon between Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and the Civic Federa- 
tion. But it will be noticed there is 
not a word in the bill allowing labor 
to boycott which is wnat the labor 
leaders are demanding. So labor will 
hardly be satisfied with a bill giving 
them the right to combine and 
to 


strike which rights are unassaiJatolc 
in law or oioraJs. As the Labor lead- 
ers are much exasperated 
with the 


Republican leaders on account of the 
refusal to concede lh«r demands, 
there is no doubt that there will be 
a great effort made "by organized labor 
to defeat those Republican candidates 
at the coming election who are not 
friendly. 


Hon. 
John Sharp Williams, tne Dem- 


icratic leider, has notified the Repub- 
ican leaders that unless they report 
an employers' 
liability 
bill, a cam- 


paign publicity bill, the anti-injunc- 
ion bill, and bills removing the tariff 
duty on wood pulp and print paper 
he Democrats will feel compelled to 
object to requests for unanimous con- 
sent and will demand a roll call at ev- 
ery opportunity and compel the Re- 
publicans to keep a quorum on hand 
to do business during the remainder 
of the season. The Democrats consid- 
er tnat the do-nothing policy has gone 
ar enough, and intend, as far as thej 
are able, to compel the Republicans to 
bring to a vote such legislation as the 
people are demanding.

How to Sleep'In a Blanket. 


There are a great many very compe- 


tent treatises telling you how to build 
your fire, pitch your tent and all the 
rest of it, says Stewart Edward "White 
in his article entitled "Camp Equip- 
ment" in the Outing Magazine for Feb- 
ruary. I have never seen described the 
woodman's method of using a blanket 
however. Lie flat on your back: spread 
the blanket over you. Now raise your 
legs rigid from the hip*, the blanket of 
course draping over them.

swift motions tuck first one edge un*- 
der your lees from right to left then 
the second edge under from left to 
right and over the first edge. Lower 
your legs, wrap up your shoulders and 
go to sleep. If you roll over, one edge 
will unwind, but tlie oilier will tighten. 


Prominent Men of All Parties on Its 


Roster—Splendid Property Will Cost 
Millions and 
Be Miles In Extent. 


Preserves For Game and Fish. 
i 


Walden's ridge,' near Chattanooga, 


Tenn., will, if certain large plans now 
afoot go through, become within a year 
or two the home of the greatest coun- 
try club in America, if not in the world. 


The organization, which will be 


known as the Interstate club, has al- 
ready been formed and is founded on 
the idea that vthere is room in the 
United States for a great nonpolltical, 
nonsectioual association to which citi- 
zens, big and little, of every state in 
the Union may repair for recreation 
and friendly intercourse. 


The club will have a distinguished 


membership. Senator J. C. S. Black- 
burn of Kentucky is president, and 
President Roosevelt, Vice President 
Fairbanks, former President xGrover 
Cleveland and William J. Bryan are 
members. Some of the vice presidents 
are Secretaries Root and Taft, Speaker 
Cannon, Leslie M. Shaw, Truman H. 
Aldrich, Joseph Sibley, Nicholas Long- 
worth, Charles S. Towne, Robert J. 
Lowe and Senator McLaurin. 


The club is chartered, under the laws 


of Tennessee and has acquired large 
tracts of land on Walden's ridge, con- 
tiguous to the Tennessee river and in 
the vicinity .of famous Signal point. 


The site for the clubhouse is on a 


high plateau overlooking thirty miles 
of beautiful country. The extensive 
plans contemplate the erection of an 
amphitheater and the maintenance of 
fisheries, game preserves, golf links, 
polo grounds and a trotting track and 
the building of an electric railway from 
the level of the'Tennessee river to the 
clubhouse doors. 


Engineers are now at work laying 


out within the club grounds an auto- 
mobile boulevard that will be thirty- 
two miles long and eighty feet wide. 
By reason of the vast tract owned by 
the club and the'tableland formation 
the curves of the boulevard will be so 
few and so gradual as to be hardly 
curves at all. 


Another plan is "to make the club 


members profit by certain locks and 
dams now being built across the Ten- 
nessee river. The clubhouse site has 
been fixed at a point that will overlook 
what will be a three mile lake when 
the locks and damg are Complete. By 
means of the lake it will be possible 
for members to go ri-om New York and 
other places clear $> the club float in 
yachts. 
_'^ _ 


The initial outlay; for Improvements 


will ran into the millions. The club- 
house alone will cost $1,000,000 and the 
automobile course $500,000. 


The club will be inaugurated on June 


25 -at a banquet on the/ club property. 
Men of prominence will be present. 


There is to be nothing exclusive about 


the Interstate club. * Founded with the 
Idea that it should'Tib nonpartisan and 
nonsectional, it will seek to attract 
men from the country over. The ex- 
penses of membership will be small, 
$50 initiation fee and about the same 
amount yearly dues. 


With a membership of from 250,000 


to 1,000,000 it is expected the club will 
have no difficult?' in the way of financ- 
ing itself. All money received as initia- 
tion and dues- will go to defray club 
expenses and to the reduction of such 
debt as the organization may assume 
at Its beginning. 


Although the club is nonpartisan and 


nonpolitical, its projectors believe it 
will wield a large influence in national 
and industrial affairs through its op- 
portunities of informal discussion. Men 
of prominence and influence can meet 
there, talk there and obtain the opin- 
ions of others there without fear of 
committing themselves,toKnything and 
without fear of what tney may say 
being considered official. 


Work on the clubhouse will probably 


be commenced next summer. When fin- 
ished, it will on account of its south- 
erly position be a convenient all year 
round resort for its members.

er, Senator Proctor had the last 
chance. He said no sportsman worthy 
of the name would tell a fish story 
that was not true. He happened to 
know of one good fish story in "which 
the visitor figured. 


He proceeded to tell how Jn Rhode 


Island there were two fish and game 
clubs.

WINDOW PLANT CULTURE. 


flow to 
Promote a 
Good 


Indoors. 


Growth 


In caring for window plants be sura 


that plants in hanging pots and bas- 
kets get all the water they need, says 
a correspondent of the Home Maga- 
zine. Because they are near the ceil- 
ing, where the temperature is much 
higher than at the window sill, they 
will dry out much more rapidly than 
ordinary plants. They are also ex- 
posed on all sides, and this accelerates 
evaporation. I have a method of keep- 
ing these plants well watered which 
works well. I take a small can or cup 
and punch holes in 'the bottom of it 
Make these small at first until you 
know just how much water is needed. 
Piil these vessels and place them on 
the surface of the soil. Vines can be sc 
trained as to hide them. Observe the 
effect carefully. If not enough water 
passes through to keep the soil moist, 
you will know that larger holes are 
necessary. This matter can be regulat- 
ed to a nicety with a little experiment- 
Ing. 
Fill the cup each morning. A 


treatment of this kind will enable any_ 
one to grow fine hanging plants. 


Do not overwater plants at this sea- 


son of the.year. Give just enough tc 
keep the soil moist throughout. Let 
the surface take on a dry look before 
more water is applied. Evaporation 
takes place slowly, and few plants are 
growing actively enough to make nse 
of a great deal of water. An oversup- 
ply has a tendency to sour the soil, 
thus bringing about a diseased condi- 
tion of the roots.

Historic Doors For Yale. 


Two doors of the parsonage in Bran- 


ford, Conn., /where the ten ministers 
met in the year 1700 and gave the 
books for the founding of Yale college, 
are to be mounted and placed in the 
university library, says the Yale Alum- 
ni Weekly. The two doors were origi- 
nally mounted on swinging hinges and 
opened into the room where the minis- 
ters gathered. They are the gift of 
George Dudley Seymour of New Ha- 
ven, Conn., -who obtained them when 
the old house was torn down and pre- 
sented them to the university at the 
time of the bicentennial celebration. It 
was planned to make them into panels 
in the doors -which open between Lins- 
ly hall and Chittenden library, and for 
this purpose they were preserved un- 
mounted. When Linsly hall was com- 
pleted, however, and the old doors 
were inspected, it was decided that 
they were too frail to stand the wear 
and tear of actual service, and it has 
been decided to mount them on swing- 
ing bingea in a glass cabinet where 
they will stand in the same relative 
position to each other as in the old 
Branford house. The relics are espe- 
cially valuable from an antiquarian 
standpoint as they are the oldest parts 
known which belonged to any building 
connected Auth Yale history.
